Andover High School junior Laura Goldstein, 
16, has been honored by a national group that 
recognizes young people for outstanding acts of 
volunteerism.

Giving kids the boot 


Memorial Hall Library has about 13 
computers open to the public. But 
librarian Beth Kerrigan knows that 
they aren't any good unless people 
know how to use them. 

Kerrigan is one of two library 
employees instructing a program 
called BOOT Up!, a class that teaches 
middle-school children and their par- 
ents how to better use the Internet for 
research purposes. 

The acronym stands for “Beating 
online obstacles together,” says library 
director Jim Sutton. “It's not just know- 
ing how to turn a computer on. It's 
knowing how to find these databases,” 
he says. 


Memorial Hall owns several infor- 
mational programs, including online 
encyclopedias, full-text magazine data- 
bases, electric libraries, and medical 
and legal information. Many of these 
programs are accessible only through a 
user’s library card - and the user’s 
know-how. 

Last summer, the state awarded 
Memorial Hall Library a $17,000 grant 
that employees used to purchase nine 
laptop computers and pay instructors 
for the two-year program, Says Kerrig- 
an. The library will hold several ses- 
sions between now and June, and. par- 
ents and students can 
call the library at 623- 
8401, Ext. 34, to register 
for the two-night class- 
es. The sessions are 
structured for students 
grades six through 
eight. 

“We want to (teach 
them) to evaluate the 
tools, such as the Web 
site they are finding, to 
know whether it is 
actually authentic 
information and not 
out of date,” says Kerri- 
gan. “For parents it’s 
important, because 


some of them are not Screen job 


the Web. By having them come too, 
they can handle some of the questions 
that come up for their kids.” 

The free classes are helpful to mid- 
dle-school children who are just learn- 
ing how to do research for school, says 
Kerrigan. Grades six through eight are 
often the first times that students are 
faced with major research projects. 

“The information is out there, and a 
lot of the (kids) are trying to use it 
Whether they are being successful is 
the question,” says Kerrigan.

Youth-center group nears agreement 


The Board of Selectmen 
voted unanimously Monday 
night to award the $4 million 
youth center project to the 
Andover Youth Foundation. 

AYF’s application outlines a 
plan to construct a 27-square- 
foot center off Ledge Road in 
West Andover with private 
funds. As expected, it was the 
only applicant for the town’s 
request for proposal (RFP) to 
build a center. 

The town’s RFP had 
required that an applicant 
prove that it could raise all the 
funds privately, construct a 
building of such magnitude, 
raise the funds within a two- 
year window and complete the 
project by January 2004. 

“What we found was that 
the proposal by Andover

Only one person on the entire town- 
election ballot this coming March won t 
become an elected official. 

The moderator’s race is uncontested. 
The Housing Authority race is uncontest- 
ed. And, in a town that prides itself on 
providing a remarkable education, the 
School Committee race is uncontested. 
Only three people are running for the 
two available seats on the Board of Select- 
men. 

That’s a shame. While the current 
board members are widely respected, 
Andover voters would only benefit from 
having a choice. They always benefit 
from the debates and discussions that 
arise from a contested election. 

The League of Woman Voters and the 
town clerk’s office should be applauded 
for their efforts to inform people about 
how they can run for public office. Hope- 
fully, more people will run in the future. 

For now, though, perhaps the number 
of uncontested races will help residents 
respect the commitment of those few who 
do choose to give their time. It isn’t an 
easy task and obviously it isn’t an 
enviable one either. 

Hopefully, furious residents _ will 
remember the commitment of elected 
officials before they rant, rave or berate 
these volunteers at committee meetings. 
It doesn’t happen often, but it happens 
enough to make an impression on some. 
A consistently civil tone and a bit of 
respect for elected officials might be one 
more force that could encourage addi- 
tional qualified people to run in the 
future.

What do you call a guy who can push 
4 3.5-ton Humvee 100 feet, flip 800-pound 
Monster-truck tires like burgers and 
sprint with the equivalent of a small 
piano on his back? 

Amateur. 

At least you do if you're Art McDer- 
mott, and youre planning New Eng- 
land's first strongman competition. 
(Otherwise, you do so at your peril.) 

McDermott, of Wildwood Drive, is 
the promoter for the Northeast Strong- 
man Showdown, pitting USA’s strong: 
men “versus the world.” 

The clash among guys who flip cars 
for fun - and prize money will occur 
Saturday, Feb. 17, at the Aleppo Shrine 
Auditorium in Wilmington. In the 
morning, the amateurs will push 


Humvees and the like. Then, at 4 p.m., 
the professionals will strut their stuff. 
You may have seen professional 
strongmen on TV once or twice. These 
guys push the amateurs’ Humvees for 


light exercise. They pull 30,000-pound 
trucks a distance of 100 feet in less time 
than it takes to reheat coffee in the 
microwave. They put on and run with 
“super yokes,” which are like the yokes 
oxen wear, except they weigh as much 
as the ox. In short, these are guys willing 
to lift anything at anytime. 

McDermott himself jokingly refers to 
flipping the 550-pound steel-belted tire in 
his garage as a “pesky warm up.” He's 
equipped his garage to allow him to flip 
the tire around inside and lift giant 
stones — and he’s just the promoter. 

A former track and field athlete, 
McDermott finished seventh at the 1999 
World Championships in track and 
field. Like other new strongmen, he says 
he became attracted to the sport because 
it seemed more interesting to try to 
benchpress a telephone pole than to sit 
at the gym doing 100 curls. 

“Ts fun, as opposed to going to the 
gym, working out. More and more peo- 
ple are doing it because guys get bored,” 
says McDermott. “The sport is really 
starting to grow.” 

McDermott, a former employee of 
struggling Internet giant CMGI, says 
that when he began organizing Satur- 
day's event, he figured it would be a 
small affair. 

“T want to get into sports promotion, 
so I said, ‘Let’s have a strongman compe- 
tition. I figured if I could possibly get

Northeast strongmen are waiting for their 
chance to show what they can do. 

“Tndiana is the hotbed for it in the US. 
right now, but not for long,” says amateur 
Bob Jodoin, with a smile. “The Northeast is 
coming. We just need a little time.” 

Jodoin trains with about a half dozen 
other strongmen every Sunday - including 
Christmas Eve - in McDermott’s garage. 
McDermott is building a gym next to it. For 
now, he and his wife park outside, so the

“My wife will get her half back as soon as 
this is done,” McDermott promises. “She’s 
been more than a little tolerant.” 

As for his half? He'll keep his car outside, 
cover the floor with mats and continue using 
it for strongman stuff. 

Strongman stuff, by the way, consists of 
several different events. The beauty of it is 
that those involved have some freedom to 
create new events of their own.

found two huge stones at a stream. So he 
drilled holes into them, and contestants were 
timed to see who could complete a course the 
fastest while carrying the 508 pounds of rock. 

“You never know when a strongman com- 
petition is going to break out,” says Jodoin. 
“Tf there’s something heavy laying around...” 

a strongman will figure out a way to lift 
it. throw it or flip it in competition. 

There are several standard strongman 
events, however. Lundstrom’s stone carry is 
an altered version of something called a 
“farmer's walk.” On Saturday, this will 
involve guys picking up a 325-pound weight 
in each hand and sprinting 200 feet. I bet 
these guys never missed a plane because they 
had to drag luggage through the airport. 

I can see how the first strongman competi- 
tion started: Two big guys, a few hundred 
years ago, are building a stone wall. One bets 
the other he can’t lift a certain rock. The 
other bets the first he can’t do it with one 
hand. Soon they're seeing who can build the 
wall the fastest. I'm guessing mead was 
involved. 

Strongman competition, as near as I can 
figure it, sounds like H-O-R-S-E for guys who 
can benchpress a basketball floor. It sounds 
like some guys sitting around saying, “T can 
do this, can you?” It sounds like a lot more 
fun than 100 squats at the gym.

crowding in Andover schools. 

In the filled-to-capacity School Committee 
Room, Centrella was one of several parents who 
took the opportunity to tell her story to the task 
force. She lives in a “pocket” consisting of a 
stretch of High Street between Walnut Street 
and Haverhill Street on which 22 Bancroft stu- 
dents live. Such pockets have been identified 
throughout Andover by the task force as areas 
between school districts that are Up for grabs in 
the various redistricting options. Centrella 
pointed out to School Committee representative 
Gerald Gustus that while her pocket contains 22 
students, only three, including her daughter, 
will be separated from their peers to attend 
West instead of Doherty in 2002 when the new 
schools open. 

“You have to look at the breakdown,” she 
said with emotion. “This is a shame.” 

“It’s a terrible shame,” responded Gustus. 
“But if I look at the breakdown in your pocket, I 
have to look at the breakdown in every other 
pocket, and if I do that, I'll go crazy. We'll all go 
crazy.” 

With four tentative middle school options 
and two tentative elementary school options on 
paper, the task force now plans to go back and 
create one or more elementary options. The 
committee will meet three more times, the last 
time on March 28, before it makes a townwide 
presentation, proposed at the meeting for April 
4 at Doherty Middle School. All the options will 
then be presented to the School Committee, 
which will select one for elementary schools 
and one for middle schools. 

Carol Liedes of Gould Road is a task force 
member with a son in fourth grade at South Ele- 
mentary. Under the current options, her son 
would be redistricted to Bancroft. 

“As we get closer and closer to finishing, it’s 
an emotional time for everyone,” she said. “As 
committee members, we've certainly enter- 
tained everyone’s point of view, through neigh- 
borhood petitions, letters from individuals, 
question-and-answer sessions, and all of us on 
the task force have certainly received telephone 
calls. As a task force member, I’m not on this 
committee to save the world, I'm on it to have 
equity for all the schools.”

2002 budget: Schools, town $1.1 million apart

n the coming weeks and 
[oe the school depart- 

ment and the town have a 
$1.1 million discrepancy to 
work out between what the 
schools superintendent recom- 
mends for a schools budget 
and what the town manager is 
willing to give. 


Superintendent Claudia 
Bach’s preliminary budget for 
fiscal year 2002, released last 
week, requests $42,554,797, rep- 
resenting an 8.9-percent 
increase over last year's 
approved school budget. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski’s 
recommended town budget 
includes $41,479,566 for

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schools, a smaller increase of 
6.2 percent. Therein lies the 
rub — a more than $1 million 
rub. 

“Tl don’t have an idea for 
how to come up with an addi- 
tional million dollars,” said 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Joanne Marden. “I don’t know 
how we’d fund that budget this 
year without a Prop 2" 
override.” 

At last year’s Town 
Meeting, the Finance 
Committee suggested 
that if Andover’s budget 
continues to increase as 
it has in previous years, 
the town could be in the 
red as early as fiscal 
year 2003. This would 
require either cuts to 
existing services, or a 
general override of 
Proposition 2» just to 
pay for the annual bud- 
get. 

Despite this warning, 
it appears officials still 
plan substantial increas- 
es in the coming operat- 
ing budget. 
all Monday night, Feb. 
12, the superintendent 
huddled with the School 
Committee in a budget 
workshop, and the com- 
mittee is expected to 


vote on a school budget this 
Tuesday. On March 7, the 
School Committee will meet 


with the selectmen and the 
Finance Committee to review 
the budget. 


“This is a great opportunity 
for these three boards to sit 
down and figure out what the 
priorities of the town are and 
come up with a solution that is 
fair and legitimate,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major. “We don’t have enough 
money under the levy limit to 
pay for it all, so we have to set 
priorities. When we take a 
look at our alternatives, one is 
to stay within our limits; the 
other is to vote for an over- 
ride.” 

Regarding the option of ask- 
ing the town for a Proposition 
9, override, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski said, “I don't 
see it in the next year or two.” 
He said that because the town 
approved a debt exclusion just 
last year to cover the debts 
from the new schools and safe- 
ty center, a similar vote is not 
likely to be pursued again 
right away. 

“This is a dance that gets 
played out every year,” 
Stapezynski said of the town’s 
and the school’s budgetary dif- 
ferences. “We want to reach a

settlement that’s a win-win sit- 
uation for all of us.” 

Regarding the choice 
between cutting other town 
services and overriding Propo- 
sition 2" to pay for the school 
budget, School Committee 
member Gerald Gustus said, “I 
think those are two ways to 
pay for it, but I think there are 
other ways too. For one thing, 
the revenue-growth figures in 
the town manager’s budget are 
always a work in progress 
there’s a potential for greater- 
than-expected revenue growth. 
Last year the (town and 
school) budgets were not 
matched, and the year before 
they were not matched — and 
yet, those School Committee 
budgets got funded without 
severely impairing or cutting 
other budgets.”

office building. He says he is pleased 
with the current plan for eight Colonial- 
style buildings. 

“Tt want to stress that there is a need 
for both (rental and townhouse units) in 
Andover,” said Perkins.

Perkins, a 20-year resident of 
Andover, says he has a genuine interest 
in the affordable housing issue.

Sometime before April, Andover resi- 
dent and developer Willard “Bill” 
Perkins of Hearthstone Realty Corp. 
expects to g0 before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals with his comprehensive permit 
application to build 72 townhouses on 
Dale Street next to the Ballardvale train 
station. Ballardvale Crossing, as the 
development is called, represents the 
third comprehensive permit applied for 
in Andover in a year, following Avalon- 
Bay Communities’ 152-unit apartment 
proposal on River Road and Joseph 
Zagarella’s 16-unit townhouse proposal 
on Lowell Street. 

Comprehensive permits, under the 
state’s Chapter 40B “anti-snob” zoning 
law, allows developers to override local 
zoning restrictions in exchange for mak- 
ing 20 to 20 percent of the development 
affordable to low- or moderate-income 
residents. Accordingly, Perkins plans 
for 18 of his units to sell for between 
$110,000 and $125,000 to qualifying appli- 
cants, while he expects the market-rate 
units to start at around $290,000. 

Perkins says he has scaled back his 
original plans for the 5.7-acre site at 12 
and 18 Dale St. following discussions 
with the town and neighborhood resi- 
dents. Originally, he planned for 88 
apartment units and a 20,000 square-foot

With budget here, committees 
listen to communication coach

Budget talks can involve lots of give and 
take, and this year promises to be no differ- 
ent, says Selectmen Chairman Brian Major. 
During the next several weeks, department 
heads, selectmen, School Committee mem- 
bers and the town manager will sit down to 
hammer out a budget that makes everyone 
happy - or satisfied, at the very least. 

“Our hope is that we'll be able to work in 
cooperation with one another and that we all 
feel very good about the budget that’s being 
presented to Town Meeting,” says Major. 

Budget negotiations are not easy, Says 
Major. However, town officials are taking 
steps to improve the budget discussions dur- 
ing the next eight to 10 weeks. For the first 
time ever, selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee will sit down together for a series of 
joint meetings to discuss Stapezynski’s pro- 
posed budget. Having both boards present at 
such future meetings will prod the members 
to ask previously unthought-of questions, as 
a true round-table discussion. 

“lm very excited about it, and so isn’t 
(Finance Committee Chairwoman Joanne 
Marden),” says Major. “It has a lot of poten- 
tial positives, with us asking questions all 
together.” 
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Department heads and elected officials are 
also working to strengthen their communica- 
tion skills. Members of the School Commit- 
tee, Board of Selectmen, police, fire and other 
departments recently devoted four full days 
to a negotiations class taught pro-bono by 
Andover resident and Suffolk University pro- 
fessor Magid Mazen. 

“What (Mazen) has been teaching us is ter- 
minology and a way to look at negotiating,” 
said Stapczynski at one of the class sessions 
last week. 

Mazen taught those in attendance about 
different negotiating techniques, especially 
working to negotiate rather than compromise 
on important issues. He encouraged people to 
listen to each other’s arguments and to be 
“open to persuasion.” 

“You don’t just use it for budget discus- 
sions, you use it all the time,” said School 
Committee member Tina Girdwood, one of 
about 18 people in attendance. “If we all com- 
mit to it, I think we'll see some results.” 

School Superintendent Claudia Bach 
agreed. “We are in teacher negotiations right 
now. (This class) will help to increase open 
and honest communication, and arrive at bet- 
ter results for the children and the whole 
town.”

ndover psychotherapist 
Laura Goodman has 
just written two books 


on eating disorders, but when 
the 1982 Andover High School 
graduate returned to town in 
the late 1980s she says, “T knew 
nothing about eating disor 
ders.” That soon changed. 

While pursuing her sradu- 
ate studies in psychology, 
Goodman _ started coaching 
girls’ tennis at Andover High. 
She was hoping to later get a 
full-time job in the Andover 
schools. 

“For me it was the perfect 
niche,” says the former AHS 
tennis player, “because I love 
medicine, I love psychology, 
and I love sports.” 

However, during Good- 
man’s first season as coach, 
four of her 20 players disclosed 
that they had eating disorders. 
That’s when she decided on 
her mental health specialty. 

At the time, she says, there 
were no academic programs 
specializing in eating disor- 
ders, but she began reading 
about them and attending sem- 
inars and conferences. In 1988, 
during an internship at AHS, 
she started the first eating-dis- 
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Mental Health Associ- 
ates aS a psychothera- 
pist. Today she lives in 
Westford with her hus- 
band and two children 
and has her own prac- 
tice in Andover, at 21 
Central St. 


“People think eating 
disorders are about food | 


and weight,” she says, 
“put they’re not. 
They're never about 
food and weight 
they’re coping mecha- 
nisms. It’s a way for a 
person to feel in control 
if they feel out of con- 
trol.” According to 
Goodman, eating disor- 
ders can be a response 
to a wide variety of cir- 
cumstances, such as 
depression, obsessive- 
compulsive disorder, 
stress, trauma, fear of 
growing up or fear of 
sexuality. 

Goodman says that 
eating disorders 
anorexia nervosa, 
bulimia, and overeating 

afflict approximately 
one out of eight women 
in the United States. 
For young women, the

as well, but hard num- 
bers are more difficult 
to ascertain; according 
to Goodman, because 
the disorders are more 
commonly associated 
with women, doctors 
tend not to ask men the 
relevant questions, and 
men tend not to volun- 
teer the information. 

Anorexics, she says, 
are people who are 
starving themselves. 
One clinical definition 
of an anorexic is some- 
one who refuses to 
maintain 85 percent or 
greater of his or her 
ideal body weight. 
Goodman says these 
people have a fear of fat, 
q fear of calories, and 
suffer from body-image 
disturbances. 

“They may weigh 
themselves many times 
a day,” she says, “make 
excuses for why they’re 
not eating, lie about 
what they're eating, 
wear baggy clothes, iso- 
late themselves from 
friends, or satisfy their 
hunger vicariously by 


cooking for others.” 


and then attempt to get rid of 
the food they’ve eaten through 
vomiting, starving themselves 
in between binges, abusing 
laxatives, and overexercising. 
They feel out of control while 
bingeing, and guilty afterward. 

“To eat as much as they do, 
they have to be in a dissociated 
mental state,” says Goodman. 
“Tf they were present, they 
would feel sick. When they 
come back, they feel shame 
and guilt at what they’ve done, 
and that’s when they purge. 

“These people are more like- 
ly to seek help, because what 
they're doing isn’t working,” 
she says, because typically, 
vomiting only gets rid of about 
30 percent of the food a person 
has consumed, and laxatives 
shed weight largely through 
water loss. 

While much has been writ- 
ten about media messages and 
societal expectations concern: 
ing body image, especially 
directed at women, Goodman 
says that media is not the 
cause of eating disorders. 

“Media contributes to the 
problem,” she says, “but if it 
were the cause, then we'd all 
have eating disorders. People 
who are struggling with their 


sense of self are the ones who

Epps visited Goodman from southern New 
Hampshire, but he is just one of her clients 
from outside the area; Goodman says she has 
seen people from as far east as Swampscott 
and as far south as Worcester, because of the 
relative scarcity of specialists in eating disor- 
ders. She says there is no medication to treat 
these disorders, although medications may 
be used to treat the emotional problems that 
can underlie eating disorders. Treatment for 
her clients can come in the form of talk thera- 
py, family therapy, and group therapy. 

She says she tries to help her clients devel-

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Exciting innovation in

(NAPS) — The number of vehicles on (and 
off) the road in the United States and 
around the world is increasing dramatical- 
ly. Vehicle use is also on the rise, aS mea- 
sured by the more than two trillion miles 
traveled in the United States each year. All 
of this adds up to a greater demand for 
transportation fuels, an ever-increasing 
strain on natural resources and more pollu- 
tants entering the environment.

A fuel cell is an electrochemical engine 
that generates electricity by 
harnessing the reaction of 
hydrogen and oxygen. A fuel 
cell is built like a battery, but 
with a big difference. Unlike a 
battery, a fuel cell does not run 
down or require recharging. It 
will produce electricity as long 
as fuel is supplied. 

Fuel cells operate on hydro- 
gen, and in principle almost 
any hydrogen-containing sub- 
stance can be used for fuel, 
from grass clippings to per- 
fume. Hydrogen - the most 
abundant element on earth - 
can be used directly, or a fuel 

cell system that includes a 
“fuel reformer” can use the 
hydrogen from any hydrocar- 
bon fuel. 

The most likely candidates 
for fuel cell fuels are natural 
gas, ethanol or methanol. Even 
gasoline or diesel could be 


used while

makes the transition to renewable fuels. 

Because fuel cells convert the chemical 
energy of a fuel into electrical energy with- 
out combustion, the process is highly effi- 
cient and extremely clean. When renewably 
produced hydrogen is used, the only by- 
products are drinkable water and heat. 

Every major auto company in the world 
is evaluating the use of fuel cells in passen- 
ger vehicles, and almost all of them are test- 
ing fuel cell concept cars on the road. Daim- 
ler/Chrysler, Ford, General Motors and 
Toyota all say they will have commercially 
available fuel cell vehicles for some mar- 
kets by 2004 to 2007. 

The efficiency, reliability and environ- 
mental benefits of fuel cells make it a key 
technology for ensuring mobility in both 
developed and developing nations, without 
putting further strain on the environment 
or its natural resources.
